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New Brockton employees get pay increase 


The New Brockton Town 
Council voted Monday 
night, Nov. 7, to give all 
employees a cost-of-living 
increase in the amount of $2 
per hour. 

Mayor Kathy Holley said 
she was recommending the 
cost-of-living increase for 
the employees. She said 
it had been budgeted for 
two years, but the employ- 


ees had gone those two | 


years with no cost-of-living 
increase. 

Council member Ronald 
Terry made a motion to 
approve the $2 per hour 
increase for employees, and 
he received a second from 
council member Shirley 
Eads. The motions passed 
by unanimous vote. 

Following that vote, the 
mayor said the town had 
always provided employees 
with a one-time pay increase 
each year at Christmas- 
time. She said it had been 
$100 for full-time employ- 
ees and $50 for part-time 
employees, 

Holley said she would 
like for the council to 
approve this one-time pay 


increase again this year, | 


and during the November 
meeting, so the employees 
would receive it with their 
first paycheck in December.

Flu activity unusually severe in Hore ooicilllss wel sli Ht bo 


Pediatric leaders across the 
state of Alabama are warn- 
ing families about unusu- 
ally high and severe influ- 
enza activity throughout the 
state, especially in children. 
“This is the highest flu ac- 
tivity that we have seen 
this early in the season 
since the 2009 Influenza A/ 
HIN1 pandemic” reported 
Wes Stubblefield, MD, 
MPH, FAAP, pediatrician 
and District Medical Of- 
ficer with the Alabama De- 
partment of Public Health. 
Outpatient pediatric offices, 
already short-staffed com- 
ing out of the pandemic 
and facing daily medication 
shortages, are bearing the 
brunt of this outbreak. 


“Outpatient visits for influ- 
enza increased over 10-fold 
between September and 
October, and have shown 
no signs of slowing in the 
first five days of Novem- 
ber,” said Nola Ernest, MD, 
PhD, FAAP, _ outpatient 
pediatrician in Enterprise, 
Ala. and president of the 
Alabama Chapter of the 
American Academy of Pe- 
diatrics. “The highest num- 
ber of outpatient visits for 
influenza-like illness are in 
young people, ages 5-24.” 
At USA Health Children’s 


’ & Women’s Hospital in 


Mobile, positive influenza 
cases have risen from 51 in 
September to 745 in October 
and 138 in just the first three 
days of November. This 
swift spread of flu is also 
resulting in a rapid increase 
in hospitalizations among 
children. At USA Health, 
there are more children hos- 
pitalized for influenza than 
for Respiratory Syncytial 
Virus infection, or RSV.

“Tn the last few weeks, Chil- 
dren’s of Alabama has seen 
a surge of admissions with 
children who are critically 
ill from influenza and asso- 
ciated complications,” said 
Michele Kong, MD, Profes- 
sor of Pediatrics and direc- 
tor of the Pediatric Critical 
Care Research Program at 
Children’s. “These have in- 
cluded those patients who 
have required ventilation 
and some so severe that 
ECMO (heart-lung-bypass) 
support was needed. We 
urge families to take the flu 
virus seriously and to en- 
sure that their children and 
adolescents are protected.” 
While typically’ self-lim- 
ited, influenza can result 
in severe complications in

children. 
can result from dehydra- 
tion and difficulty breath- 
ing, but also from myocar- 
ditis (inflammation of the 
heart muscle), respiratory 


failure, and encephalitis 
(inflammation of the brain). 
An average of 150 children 
across the United States die 
of influenza each year. How- 
ever, in 2009, the last time 
early influenza activity was 
this severe, pediatrics deaths 
reached 282. Last Thursday, 
the CDC announced the first 
influenza-related pediatric 
death of the season. How- 
ever, pediatricians warn 
that this data is often de- 
layed by several weeks and 
may be an underestimate 
of how many influenza-te- 
lated deaths are occurring.

Hall of Fame coach speaks to Elba QB Club 


Alabama Hall of Fame Coach Spence McCracken (shown 
above) was the guest speaker Friday, Nov. 4, at the 
Elba Quarterback Club’s “game day” lunch meeting. 
McCracken played his college ball at Auburn University 
where he was the center for the team. His coaching career 
began at Decatur High School in Georgia as an assistant 
coach. He returned to his high school alma mater, Robert 
E. Lee High School in Montgomery, Ala., in 1974 as an 
assistant coach, In.1979 he became head football coach 
at Montgomery Academy. In 1984, McCracken returned 
to Robert E. Lee as head football coach where his 11 
teams all had winning records. His teams in 1986, 1991, 
and 1992 won state championships. He became the head 
coach at Opelika High School in 1995 where he has the 
distinction of being the winningest coach at both Opelika 
and Lee. While at Opelika, McCracken’s team won seven 
region titles, and he led the Bulldogs to the playoffs in 
each of his last 11 seasons there. He was inducted into the 
Alabama High School Athletic Association’s Hall of Fame 
in 2004. McCraken coached Elba City Schools superinten- 
dent Chris Moseley at Robert E. Lee during ve tenure as 
the head coach for the Generals.

Children ages 5-11 now eligible for

Tigers eliminate Indians 42-20

The Elba Tigers scored on their first four offensive 
series to take command and never looked back to claim 
a 42-20 win over the Southern Choctaw Indians, in the 
opening round of the Class 1A playoffs, Friday night at 
Tiger Stadium. 

Elba received the opening kickoff and promptly 
marched 58 yards in six running plays to grab an early 
lead. JT Coleman rushed for 48 yards on four carries to 
lead the Tigers downfield, while Brayden Johnson scored 
the touchdown on a 14-yard run. Alex Wisecup kicked the 
extra-point and with 8:54 left in the first quarter Elba was 
already on top 7-0. 

Southern Choctaw began its initial possession at its own 
38-yardline and showed it had come to play as the Indians 
went 62 yards in eight plays to get on the scoreboard. Elba 
was flagged for 20 yards in penalties that aided the scoring 
drive, while Dontae Causey scored the Indian touchdown 
on a 14-yard gallop. A two-point pass missed its target, 
but with 4:34 left in the quarter Elba’s lead had been cut 
to 7-6. 

Elba began its second possession of the half near 
midfield and this time went 52 yards in five plays to 
extend its lead. Alvin Henderson rushed for 38 yards on 
two carries and scored the Tiger touchdown on a 25-yard 
scamper, and after Wisecup booted the extra-point the 
Tigers lead was up to 14-6 with 1:46 left in the first 
quarter. 

Elba regained possession at its own 45-yardline after an 
Indians punt and this time needed six plays to cover the 
distance to the endzone. Alvin Henderson rushed for 56 
yards on five carries to lead the Tigers down the field and 
capped the drive with a 15-yard scoring jaunt. Wisecup 
added the extra-point and with 9:30 left in the second 
quarter the Tigers lead was up to 21-7. 

Elba’s next possession began at the Southern Choctaw 
20-yardline after a blocked punt, and after a penalty 
on first down, Alvin Henderson took a direct snap and 
rambled 25 yards for a score. Alex Wisecup’s extra-point 
was successful as the Tigers lead grew to 28-6 with 6:46 
still left in the quarter. 

Elba lost a fumble on its next possession at the Southern 
Choctaw 11-yardline to kill a scoring threat and later had 
a 31-yard touchdown run by Henderson wiped off by a 
penalty flag as the Tigers carried the 28-6 lead in at the 
half. 

Elba lost a fumble at its own 31-yardline on its initial 
possession of the second half as the Tigers continued 
to be bitten by their own mistakes. However, the Tigers 
did regain possession at their own 23-yardline after a 


defensive stand, and went 77 yards in eight plays to regain _ 


command. A 36-yard run by JT Coleman got the drive off 
to a fast start, and Coleman added a 23-yard dash on a 
key fourth down play to keep the long scoring drive alive, 
while Alvin Henderson capped the drive with a 2-yard
